These Notes are intended to give the basic instructions concerning the filing of amendments xmder Article 19. The Notes 
are based on the requirements of the Patent Cooperation Treaty, the Regulations and the Administrative Instructions under that 
Treaty. In case of discrepancy between these Notes and those requirements, the latter are applicable. For more detailed 
information, see also the PCT Applicant's Guide, a publication of WIPO. 

In these Notes, "Article", "Rule" and "Section" refer to the provisions of the PCT, the PCT Regulations and the PCT

INSTRUCTIONS CONCERNING AMENDMENTS UNDER ARTICLE 19

It should not be confused with and does not replace the letter indicating the differences between the claims as filed 
and as amended.

It may not contain any disparaging comments on the international search report or the relevance of citations contained 
in that report. Reference to citations, relevant to a given claim, contained in the international search report may be 
made only in connection with an amendment of that claim.
